AUSTIN, Apuril 15.—W 
—Lieutenant-Governor Wal- 
er F. Woodul of Houston 
secame acting governor of 
Texas today when Governor 
James V. Allred left the 
state. 
Governor Allred depart- 


ed from Dallas at 8:45 a. m., fly- 
ng to Washington for a hearing 
on the Thomas-Disney oil control 
bill, and presumably crossed the 
state line at Texarkana about 10 


'Almost Immediately it became 
known that Texas would have a 
third governor within the week 
when Woodul goes to Oklahoma 
City Thursday to present Govern- 
or E. W. Marland with a copy 
of the bill by which Texas rati- 
fied the interstate compact to 
prevent waste of oil and gas. 
After signing the bill, Woodul 
announced he would cross the 
Oklahoma-Texas stateline some- 
time Wednesday night and Ken 
Regan of Pecos, president pro 
tern of the senate, automatically 
would become acting governor. 
Since Woodul planned to return 
Thursday afternoon, Reagan would 
be governor only a few hours. He 
will be the first president pro 
tempore of the senate in many 
years to be acting governor, the 
last being Quintus Ultimus Wat- 
son, who succeeded Governor O. 
B. Colquitt when the latter was 
out of the state temporarily in 
1914The official switch in execu- 
tives was accomplished without 
fanfare, but with some humor.

to $20 or even $25. But even as 
they spoke of that

they conceded it would mean lit- 


The federal contribution would 


be dependent upon the amount 
donated by the states, and many 
states are not in a position to 
pay big pensions, legislators feel. 
In the 28 states which do now 
have old-age pensions, the average 
payment is $16.48. 


Also, these states are paying 


pensions to only about 180,000 per- 
sons out of the estimated 1,000,- 
000 over 65 who are dependent up- 
on relief. 
The administration's 


bill would require less strict state 
limitations upon those who could 
get pensions, greatly 
increasing 


the number.

FARGO, N. D., April 15. 


Smith Stimmel), 92. sole survivor 
of President Lincoln's bodyguard 
during the Civil War and pioneer 
Fargo attorney, died late yester- 
day at his home here. 


Smith Stimmell was one of the 


picked men of the Seventh Inde- 
pendent Ohio Cavalry troop select- 
ed to act at the White House aa 
the personal bodyguard of Abra- 
ham Lincoln during the Civil War. 
His first enlistment for Civil War 
service was in an Ohio volunteer 
infantry regiment, recruited 
for 


three months' duty. 
At the end 


of that time he entered OhloWes- 
leyan University to studv Jaw, but 
at the close of his first year he 
enlisted with the Seventh Inde- 
pendent Ohio Cavalry and wag se- 
lected as one of the guard for the 
president. 
This 
personal 
body- 


guard was still in service aa such 
at the time of Lincoln's assassina- 
tion, but waa dismissed by Presi- 
dent Andrew Johnson soon after 
and was mustered out in Septem- 
ber. 1865. 


Resuming: his studies, Mr, Stim- 


mell was graduated from Ohio 
Wesleyan in 1869 and then studied 
for two years at the Cincinnati law 
school. He practiced in Cincinnati 
several years and then removed to 
Fargo, where he became promi- 
nent in his profession as well as 
in Republican politics. In 1888 he 
was elected president of the Terri- 
torial Council and was the last to 
hold that office as the territory 
was divided into the states of 
North and South 
their admission to 
1889. 
He continued In active legal 


practice until 1921. 


While serving as a member of 


Llncolns* bodyguard 
made an intimate 
characteristics and traits of the 
president and used this knowledge 
in lectures .

also had written many articles on 
Lincoln, 


Mr. Stimmell waa born on « 
farm near Columbus, Ohio, Decem- 
ber 17, 1842.

the Americas in case of conflict. 


The treaty was signed at the 


White House by representatives 
of the United States and 18 Latin 
American countries. 


Surrounded by diplomats 
and 


officials, 
the 
president 
termed 


the signing as "a step forward 
in the preservation of the cul- 
tural achievements of this hem- 
isphere," and in effect invited the 
other countries of the world to 
join in it by adding: 


"In opening this pact to the 


adherence of the nations of the 
world we are 
endeavoring 
to 


make of universal application one 
of the principles vital to the pres- 
ervation of modern civilization." 


He characterized 
the 
instru- 


ment as "but one of the many 
expressions of that basic doctrine 
of continental responsibility and 
continental solidarity which means 
so much to the present and to 
the future of the American re- 
public." 


"Let 
us again 
dedicate our- 


selves to the task of translating 
into deeds the essential unity of 
interest of the nations of this 
continent. Let us also bring re- 
newed allegiance to those 
high 


principles of international co-op- 
eration and helpfulness which, I 
feel assured, would be a great 
contribution to civilization by the 
Americas." 


Protects Human Culture. 


Dr. Ricardo J, Alfaro, minister 


of Panama, who signed for that 
country, responded to the presi- 
dent by asserting: 


"After the protection accorded 


by international 
agreement

humanitarian activities

the Red Cross, civilization has 
undertaken the protection of hu- 
man culture." 


Secretary Wallace signed

lie early Spanish cathedrals, and 
Maya ruins and many of the an- 
cient monuments associated with 
Columbus and the other discov- 
eries in the new world.

LOCAL GUARD UNITS 


MAY BE HOUSED IN 
OWN ARMORIES SOON 


Various Corsicana organizations 


are throwing their active support 
Saturday behind a proposal to ear- 
mark a portion of the work relief 
bill funds for the provision of ar- 
mories for National Guard units 
who do not own their own rjuar- 
ters. It was reported that plans 
had been prepared for a Corsicana 
unit, and that an architect's esti- 
mate had been secured. 


Under the terms of the plan, 


which will be presented to Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt next 
Wednesday, several million dol- 
lars will be allocated to the va- 
rious states, with an estimated 
$6,000,000 designated as the needs 
of Texas to supply quarters for 
units now housed in rented bar- 
racks, which Include Headquarterg 
and D Batteries of the 132nd Field 
Artillery, Texas National Guard, 
in Corsicana. 


According to the plans the cities 
or counties will be required to 
supply the sites for the buildings, 
while the cost of construction will 
be borne by the federal govern- 
ment. City officials reported Sat- 
urday that several sites are avail- 
able in desirable sections of Cor- 
sicana, and little trouble was an- 
ticipated from that angle on the 
plans. 
It was reported that the plans 


for the two Corsicana batteries 
calls for housing facilities for the 
equipment for both batteries, and 
in addition a large drill floor that 
would be available as a civic au- 
ditorium when not required by 
the military units. The estimated 
cost of the proposed structure is 
$79,000, while the plans to be pre- 
sented in Washington call for the 
allotment of approximately $40,000 
per unit, making $80,000 available 
here if the projects are approved.

An agreement upon a proposed

DRIVE AGAINST RODENTS 


SCHEDULED COVER PER- 


IOD OF SIXTY DAYS 


Inauguration ot a new rat erad- 


ication and typhus fever control 
campaign in Corsicana was slated 
Tor Monday afternoon with Joe B. 
Lindsey of the U. S. Bureau of 
Biological Survey in charge, and 
the local crew in charge of J. E. 
Skinner. Dr. W. T. Shell, Jr., city 
health officer .is also co-operating 
with the movement. 
Mr. Lindsey reported Monday 
morning that approximately 
50 


per cent of the merchants hatl 
signed up for the campaign, and 
that the work would be started, 
although it' was hoped that other 
merchants would join in the move 
and increase the' effectiveness of 
the drive. 
Those desiring to join 


in the work mav contact Mr. Skin- 
ner at relief headquarters on North 
Beaton street. 
The campaign is scheduled to 


cover a period of 60 dayg with 
both poisoning through use of red 
squill and 
trapping 
scheduled. 


The director reported that several 
merchants were co-operating by 
supplying quantities or foodstuffs 
to be used in baits. The govern- 
ment is supplying the red squill 
to be used in the drive, but if oth- 
er poisons are needed they will 
have to be' supplied by the mer- 
chants.

borhood by poison and then blam- 
ed their deaths on the rat eradica- 
tion drive.

Texas counties In 1933 and that 21 
of these counties reported no cases 
In 1934 following eradication work, 
and Navarro was one of the group.

Two .Distinct Types. 


rDusters approach 
the 
prairie 


country in two ways. 
Sometimes they start when a 
gigantic yellow and 
red 
cloud 
floats across the country, high in 
the air, blotting. out the sun. 
The wind is gentle, growing In 


velocity very .slowly. This type of 
storm carries a fine, powdery silt 
that seems; soft and hazy—until 
you start breathing in it. 
The other type starts with a 
blast, and a huge black cloud ap- 
proaches across the plains at Ira- 
ni e no u a speed. It strikes all at 
once along a well defined front. It 
carries sand and on hands and 
face, feels like the blast of a 
chaff from a threshing machine. 
When at its. 
height, 
bright 
lights in towns are invisible across 
.the street, visibility is zero and 
within buildings lights must be 
turned on as at night. 
The fine silt penetrates motor 
blocks, and, if motorists are un- 
wary, grinds out bearings. 


Bring Huge Drifts. 
These are 
the 
storms which 


leave drifts of dust along the 
highways and fences, some times 
dust drifts up to the eaves of 
farm buildings. 
It can't be kept out of a house 


and dishes have to be washed not 
three times, but six times 'daily— 
before and after every meal. 
But 'despite the hardship, and 
a generally unencouraging pros* 
pect, not a single one of more 
than 100 farmers interviewed by 
your correspondent was leaving 
the country. Each one had hope 
of getting a crop.' 
Take Charles Hitch, an elderly 


rancher-farmer, living south

Drought Is Worse. 
"Recent dust storms

We have 
to feed them cottonseed cake. 


"But cattle prices 'are on the 
upgrade, and I am not discourag- 
ed. We even will get a wheat crop 
if rains comes. If there is no rain, 
we will have to start shipping 
cattle in a few weeks." 


A. L. Thoreson lives over the 
line In Texas, and is a big wheat 
producer.
